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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Regarding claim 6, the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite because the 
claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or the like"), thereby 
rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being obvious over the Weisfield et 
al patent (665). See figures 7, the shielding layer 280 forms the upper light shielding layer and 
has a convex shape having a bulging portion with the bulging portion is direction opposite and 
protruding toward the gate electrode 254. 

665 lacks a lower light shielding layer and one shielding layer acting as both an electrode 
and a shielding layer. However, it was well known to use a lower light shielding layer in order 
to protect the TFT for damaging light. Furthermore, it was will known to form a light shielding 
layer from an electrode to eliminate a manufacturing step. Accordingly, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill at the time the invention was made to combine the well known 
lower light shielding layer and form one shielding layer to function as both an electrode and a 
shielding layer with 665. 

Regarding claim 6, it was well known to form shielding layer from Al as Al is known to 
be highly effective light shielding material. Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of

ordinary skill at the time the invention was made to use well known Al as a shielding material 
with 665. 

Claims 8-9 are product by process limitations and are given limited patentable weight. 
See MPEP2100.
